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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant agues the Kito reference cannot be 
optimized to meet the thickness limitation of the layers, as the cited art teaches the coating can be a maximum of 100 microns thick (0.1mm 
thick). Kito teaches a thickness that is generally within a range of 2 to 100um (column 12, lines 20-21) and goes on to teach away from 
thicknesses below this range (column 12, lines 20-24). The reference does not teach that the thickness cannot be higher than what is 
generally taught. Absent a showing of critical results, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adjust the thickness 
higher than 100um (0.1mm) to improve the strength and durability of the article. Furthermore, a thickness of 0.1mm is substantially close to 
a thicknesses of 0.2mm to 1mm and is considered to provide a prima facie case of obviousness. Titanium Metals Corp. v. Banner, 778 F.2d 
775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Applicant further argues the observed color of at least one exposed light transmitting layer, when 
viewed along an edge, appears different than its principle color solely due to the viewing angle. Because Kito discloses an article 
comprising two or more layers fused together (in optical contact) having a colored and transparent layer on a transparent (light transmitting) 
substrate with a colored undercoating and top coating, it is expected for at least one edge of the light transmitting layer to appear different 
in its color when viewed along the edge, which would change solely with respect to the viewing angle and appear to be a mix of the 
transparent colored layer, transparent layer and colored top or undercoating layer(s). 
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
